Potatoes for the Poor. 


New York Special:—The New York 


charities conference has decided to adopt 
the scheme of potato farms for the poor 
which was inaugurated by Mayor Pin- 
gree, of Detroit, last summer. A com- 
mittee has been appointed to carry out 
the plan on a large scale, and active 
work has commenced. The plan is 
simply to obtain the use of idle tracts of 
land in the city and divide them up 
into patches of one-third of an acre for 
each family. Potatoes for planting and 
other vegetable seed will be furnished. 
Each man must then attend to his little 
farm, and all the products are his own. 


Mr. William Steinway has offered the 


use of a tract of land containing200 acres 
in Long Island city. Ex-Mayor Hewitt 
gives a large tract at Inwood. Columbia 
College donates seven acres of its new 
site on Morningside Heights. All tbcse 
offers were received before any public 
appeal was made, and it is expected 
that thousands of acres will be tendered 
when asked for. New York has a large 
area of unoccupied land. According to 
a census taken by Postmaster Dayton 
through the letter carriers, there are 
17,329 vacant lots, containing over 1,000 
acres, below West One Hundred and 
Forty-fifth street and the Harlem river. 
In the annexed district are' many thous- 
and acres that the commitee expect to 
he offered for the summer's use.

NEW YORK, March 22.-Col. Doctor 


Angel Polibio Chaves. a delegate from 
Eucador to Venezuela when the dem- 
onstration in honor of Sucre, the lib- 
erator, was held by representatives 
from several Central and South Amer- 
ican republics, has arrived here on the 
steamer Philadelphia from La Gnayra, 
He was seen yesterday at the Hotel 
America, and told of recent events m 
Venezuela, where he had been for some 
time. He spoke through an interpreter 
and said: 


"Political affairs in Venezuela were 


becoming exciting at the time the 
trouble arose over the dismissal of the 
French and Belgian ministers. Many 
of the people were opposed to Presi- 
dent Crespo, and even congress was di- 
vided, there being a strong opposition 
to the government. The administra- 
tion was held to be very poor, and it 
was credited with the poor condition 
of business in the country. The coun- 
try was getting poorer and poorer, and 
the administration was blamed for it. 
Then Crespo became friendly with ex- 
President 
Guzman Blanco, who is 


hated and feared by most of the peo- 
ple. 
. 
"The people were on the verge ol 


starting another revolution to turn 
out Gen. Crespo, although he ivas very 
strong with the army and any revolu- 
tion would 'be doubtful of success 
an-ainst him. But the trouble over 
the disputed boundary question with 
England and the dismissal of the 
French and Belgian ministers changed 
political action. 


"It was felt that the dignity of the 


country had been outraged by their 
conduct. The people became greatly 
excited, and there was danger that 
personal violence would be done to 
the ministers. The matter was dis- 
cussed by the people and in the news- 
papers. To such a high pitch had the

The accompanying illustration shows 
• tasteful and convenient country 
hon 56, the building material for which 
is al most always at hand in the shape 
of rock heaps or old stone walls that 
are but cumberers of the ground. Cob-

Except in 
loca lities where lumber is phenomenal- 
ly cheap a house can be as cheaply 
built of such stones as of lumber, but 
more satisfactory results will probably 
be obtained, as regards looks, at least, 
If the first story is constructed of stone 
and the rest of the building of wood, as 
shown in the illustration. The effect 
of rough stone walls is such that beau- 
ty is gained by having the roof and 
,gab e ends of the house overhang the 
walls considerably, as is shown in Fig. 
1. The interior plan, Fig. 2, fallows a 
most convenient arrangement of rooms 
for making the home pleasant and 
the housework as easy as house- 
work can well be. 
It is intended 


that the house shall bo heated by a 
furnace or boiler, in the cellar, while 
opportunity is provided for open fires 
In the parlor, library, hall and dining- 
room. The china clobet is located be- 
tween the kitchen and dining-room, 
opening into each, so that the dishes 
can be washed at the sink, which is be- 
side the china closet, put into the 
closet on the kitchen side and at meal 
time taken out on the dining-room side.

Ir the year 1878 Admiral Fleuriais, of 


the French navy, brought out an elec- 
tric log, which, after trials and im- 
prmements, was recently adopted by 
the minister of marine. It may be dc- 
Bcrilied as a small water mill with a 
wheel consisting of cress arms tipped 
with cups like the anemometer of Rob- 
inson. There are two sets of four cups 
mounted on the ends of the same axle, 
and as they revolved in the water while 
the ship moved a contact on the axle in- 
terrupted an electric current flowing 
through a wire between the ship and 
the log and sounded a telephone. The 
ootn given out by the telephone was a 
measure of the number of revolutions 
per minute of the log and the speed of 
the ship. At high speeds, however, the 
ear was not quick at recognizing the 
note, and Admiral Flenriais has sub- 
itituted for the telephone an electric 
bell, which ia struck every twenty-four 
revolutions of the mill wheel or vanes. 
By timing- the interval between two 
ctrcke* of the bell the opeed of the ship 
h o' rtaiaed.—Industrial Journal.

SIOUX CITY'S BLAZE. 


Four Hundred Thousand Dollar*- Worth of 


Property Converted Into A»h«s 


and Smoke. 


Sioux CITY, la,. March 
22.—The 


greatest fire in the history of this city 
yesterday morning destroyed property 
to the value of about 8400,000. 
It 


started at 10 o'clock in a pile of rub- 
bish on the platform of the Western 
Transfer and Implement Co.'s ware- 
house, and in an hour the great iron 
building, four stories high and cover- 
ing a full quarter block of ground, 
with over 8300,000 worth of imple- 
ments and carriages was a heap oi 
rains. 


The fire spread to the plant of the 


Sioux City Linseed Oil Co., and soon 
the big elevator, with 100,000 bushels 
of flaxseed in 
it, was destroyed. 


Every piece of fire apparatus in the 
city was at work, but there was no 
such thing as controllingrthe fire, as 
the wind blew a gale all day. 


The eastern part of the city's busi- 


ness section was threatened with de- 
struction, and the mayor sent tele- 
grams to surrounding towns for addi- 
tional fire apparatus. The fire was 
only controlled in time to save the 
main buildings of the Linseed Oil Co., 
including the mill, but not till the loss 
to the company had reached $100,000. 
This is fully covered by insurance. 


The heaviest losers by the fire are 


the agricultural implement houses 
that had implements there for storage.

SHEPHERDS ON BICYCLES. 


Wheel* Used Successfully on a Ranch la 


Barren California. 


Herding sheep on a bicycle is an in- 


novation introduced by Frank Smith 
MI the wide, roadless plains lying be- 
ween Fresno slough and the foothills 
jf the Coast range, in the western part 
if Fresno county. Perhaps the wheel 
will not come into general use for that 
rarpose, as it is nearly always imprae- 
icable to ride a bicycle over ranges 
where sheep find pasturage, but na- 
,ure 
has provided one of the finest 


courses in the world on the open plains 
of the west side, where the ground is 
.s level as a floor, and the wheelman 
an often ride fifty miles without 
changing his course, and all the time 
over a country where roads are almost 
unknown, and where not a fence or a 
litch interpose to stop the journey. 
The cabins of a few homesteaders 
sometimes meet the view, dotting the 
loriaon here and there, but aside from 
ihese there is little or no evidence of 
civilization in all the country as far as 
he eye can reach. 
That region is a dead waste, almost 


without vegetation, except during the 
rainy weeks of winter and early spring. 
iVhen the hot'weather comes the short 
growth of alfilaria dries and the winds 
sweep every vestige of it from the face 
of the earth, leaving the ground smooth 
and level as a 'race course. 


This season the unusual rains and 


;he phenomenal warmth have produced 
a growth of verdure such as has sel- 
dom been known there, covering the 
earth like a carpet. The sheepmen 
lave driven their herds to that quar- 
ter from all sides because pasturage 
;here costs nothing. Frank Smith, who 
las charge of several herds, breaks the 
monotony by glidings on his wheel 
Irani band to band, thu-. dispensing 
with a horse and deriving pleasure 
rom what was before work. He can 
round up a herd quicker than a dog 
can do it. The do^s seem to vievV the 
bicycle with disgust and look upon it 
as the latest device of labor-saving 
machinery. 


The most novel experience is in rid- 


ing after coyotes, which always hang 
upon the outskirts of a band of sheep, 
ready to put a sick or crippled one out 
of its misery the moment the herder's 
back is turned. A coyote is able to 
keep ahead of a bicycle, and enjoys the 
exercise for the first few miles. But 
when he has had an hour or two of the 
sport and the tireless and unflagging 
wheel continues to hang upon his line 
of retreat the fun begins to wear 
off 
and 
the 
long-eared galloper 


of 
the 
plains realizes that 
the 


transaction is not intended as a 
joke. By the time another hour has 
passed, and ten or a dozen miles more 
of the level plain has been measured 
oft, 
and 
the 
remorseless 
whee 


continues 
not 
more 
than 
two 


hundred and twenty yards in the 
rear, 
or 
perhaps 
has 
gained 


little, the situation becomes decidedly 
unpleasant for the coyote. The smile 
of scorn that curled his lip during the 
first ten miles of the race, as he lookec 
back, first over one shoulder then over 
the other, gradually disappears soon 
after the second ten miles is enterec 
upon. The animal looks back as often 
as ever, but the expression on his im 
pudent face seems to say that the joki 
has been carried far enough, and he is 
willing to play quits if the wheel is 
willing. 


The coyote is a lon^-winded animal 


and it takes a croon wheelman to ride 
one down. 
Under ordinary circutn 


stances it is impossible, for he wil 
strike for a thicket when he discovers 
that it is to be a survival of the fittest 
But on the west side plains there are 
so few places of concealment and th 
prairies are so level and limitless tha 
the coyote may have to run two 01 
three hours before he can find cover 
The latter part of such a, run is a 
weary one for him. He may be able 
to escape, but sometimes he falls a vie 
tim to the revolver of the wheelman 
and once in awhile he is lassoed 
although in such a case he must be 
shot anyway, for his teeth are callec 
into action as soon as he finds himsel: 
at the end of a rope. Besides, he is ap 
to jerk the rider off his wheel by sud 
den turns. 


The jack rabbit is not so noble game 


as the coyote from the point of view o 
the bicyclist, but is harder to run 
down. It is not because of greate 
speed or greater endurance, but be- 
cause the rabbit will not run very fa 
in a straight line. When it finds itsel 
pursued it may run in one direction fo 
awhile, but it soon doubles back, am 
from that time on it runs in circles, o 
more probably in an angular course 
defying the wheelmen and continually 
keeping out of range of the pistol. 


Efforts have been made two or three 


times to run down the only antelop 
in central California, perhaps, but the 
efforts did not meet with success, be- 
cause these animals never venture ver; 
far from the foothills of the coas 
range, and when pursued they run fo 
rough ground. An antelope, after i 
has drunk its fill, could not outrun 
bicycle ten miles on smooth ground 
The animals are swift for a mile o 
two, but they cannot keep up thei 
pace long at a time. Those in Fresn 
county have their home in the brus 
back of the first range of the foothill 
and seldom venture out upon 
th 


plains.—San Francisco Chronicle.

ways, in the nature of things, made in 
a rough sea. To propel a lifeboat with 
oars under snch circumstances is ex- 
ceedingly difficult, and sometimes well- 
nigh impossible. Then, too, aside from 
the uncertainty of reaching the un- 
fortunate people on the stranded vessel 
at all, there is the element ot delay 
when every moment counts. It is not 
surprising, therefore, that the use of 
steam for motive power on these boats 
has long been under consideration. 
But such a plan would have to encoun- 
ter this disadvantage: In rough weath- 
er a screw propeller would continually 
be coming up out of the water as the 
boat pitched and her stern was tossed 
high. 
A small craft would be even 


more subject to this trouble than a big 
one. Accordingly, a fear that the ma- 
chinery might give way at a critical 
moment, through the racing of the en- 
gines, has stood in the way of the 
adoption of steam for lifeboats until 
very recently. 


When the experiment was finally 


tried it was decided to apply the power 
not by a screw but by a jet of water, 
forced out of the boat astern 
In this 


way the thrust conld be exerted from a 
point on the hnll, which, being about 
one-third of the boat's length forward 
of the rudder, would at no instant be 
thrown up out of the sea. Jet propul 
siou is not as effective a method of 
using- steam as paddles or a screw. It 
would be a waste of energy, therefore, 
to employ it in comparatively smooth 
water, or for long voyages. It is not 
adapted to 
pleasure craft, 
naval 


launches nor ocean steamships. But 
for lifeboats, which are seldom used ex- 
cept in a storm, and then only for a 
short trip, the ability to push ahead '. 
curely and rc&istlessly, even at a moder- 
ate pace, more than compensates for 
the extra coal and steam consumed. 
When human life is at stake, govern- 
ments and benevolent 
associations 


which conduct rescue service of this 
class are willing to sacrifice economy 
for efficiency. The first vessel of this 
type ever constructed ivas the Duke of 
Northumberland, completed scarcely 
more than three years ago, for the Koy- 
al Lifeboat institution (British). Some 
doubts were entertained as to the re- 
sult of the venture, but subsequent ex- 
perience, in the course of which she 
lias been out twenty-eight times and 
saved fifty-one lives, has disposed of 
them. A second boat, the City of Glas- 
"•ow, has now been built on the same 
general model, but with several im- 
provements on the original design. 


The dimensions of the two boats arc 


as follows Length, old one, 50 feet; 
new, 53; beam, 14 and 10 respectively; 
draught, when loaded, !!>£ and 13 '4; dis- 
placement, 20 and SO tons. The Duke's 
engines developed 170 hoisepower, 
while the Glasgow's will give 200. Both 
have Thorneycroft water-tube boilers, 
for the rapid generation of steam; and 
in both the jets are forced outward by 
a 30-inch horizontal turbine, drawing 
its supply from a vertical well nearly 
amidships 
In addition, the Glasgow 


has two powerful centrifugal pumps, 
which may be driven directly from the 
crankshaft, if the turbme is out of or- 
der. 
The Duke delivered two jets 


astern (one on each side of the hull) 
and two forward (when necessary). 
But the Glasgow can also throw a 
stream laterally, on both sides, thus 
having a very efficient buffer when the 
boat is alongside a ship, collision with 
which through the action of the waves 
might result disastrously. During her

Somewhat over a year ago 1 an- 


nounced the discovery of a method for 
measuring' the intensity of hallucina- 
tions. A research on this subject has 
reached a successful completion, and 
will soon be made public. In the course 
of these investigations it occurred to 
me that it might be possible to measure 
the intensity of an imagination also. 
The experiment was successful. The 
method is not difficult and is readily 
intelligible. In order to explain the 
method, it will bo sufficient to describe 
the first simple experiment made. 


The apparatus used is shown in the 


figure. The screen. A, serves as a 
frame for a piece of fine tissue paper, 
B. The tissue paper is illuminated by 
daylight in front and by a gas dame at 
the back. When the gas flame is turned 
down, the eye looking through the 
tube, D, sees a plain white circle illu- 
minated by daylight. 


The first experiment made was on a 


student accustomed to using the tele- 
scope. He was told to imagine hair 
lines on the white surface, like the hair 
lines seen in the telescope. This was 
successfully done. He was asked to 
describe them and compare their black- 
ness. There is, he said, a horizontal 
line, which is the blackest of them, and 
three vertical lines of about equal 
blackness. He was told that the field 
of view was to be made gradually light- 
er by turning on a Came behind, and he 
was to tell how the lines behaved As 
the gas was slowly turned on he de- 
scribed various changes in the lines. 
Finally he said he saw a slant line that 
he had not imagined before 
It ap- 


peared just about as black as the hori- 
zontal line and blacker than any of the 
others. Thereupon the experiment was 
ended. 


The slant line was a real line. This 


he did not and still to-day docs not 
know.

New Method of Extracting Gold. 


The new method of extracting- gold 


from ore, an improvement on the cyan- 
ide process in thoroughness and saving 
of time, was discovered by Mr. H. L. 
Sulman. He has obtained the bromide 
of cyanogen, which, when added to the 
weak cyanide solution now in use, pro- 
duces the compound now obtained 
slowly by the addition of oxygen. The 
compound is then treated with zinc 
fumes, instead of zinc shavings, and the 
gold falls at once in a thick powder. 
This process does in 48 hours work that 
required previously a fortnight. By 
adding soap and lime in the slime from 
the ore, which previously went to waste, 
though it forms 35 per cent, of the 
mass, it can be treated for gold in the 
same way as the other parts of ore sub- 
jected to chemical action. ,

THINK IT WAS MURDER. 


Mother of the New Born Baby 


Boy Located at Paris. 


Inquest Put Off and Fort Mortem Exam- 


ination Made by Order of State's 


Attorney Mills. 


Friday afternoon shortly after three 


o'clock a new born baby boy, weight 
about 10 pounds, was found lying on the 
cinders just at the end of the ties on the 
Illinois Central right of way, near the 
S'orth street crossing of the road. 
An express driver for Henry Archer 
and a boy supposed to be Master 
lentieliy, of Center street, who happen- 
ed to be near the crossing as the passen- 
ger train on the Peoria &. Terre Haute 
division of the Vandalia road pulled out 
'or the south made the discovery of 
the child. The babe 
dropped 
from 


;his train and is supposed to have come 
torn the water closet. A crowd gathered 
quickly, and Officer Simeral was called 
x> the scene. He picked up the little 
form and found the heart still beating. 
On 
one side 
of 
the 
head 
were 


marks of 
the cinders. It 
was a 


fully 
formed 
child. 
The 
officer 


carried it rapidly to the office of Dr. J. 
W. Kennedy, but the child died after 
reaching the office. Coroner Bendure 
was summoned, and he reached the 
scene within a few minutes. Subse- 
quently the body was taken to the 
Brintlineer undertaking rooms, where 
it was arranged to hold the inquest this 
morning, but it was postponed until 
;his evening. 


APTEK THE WOMAN IN THE CASE. 


Marshal Lehman and the officers im- 


mediately instituted an inquiry, hoping 
to locate and arrest the inhuman mother, 
who purpossly or by accident caused 
tho death of the infant. No one about 
the depot could remember to have seen 
a sick woman get on or off either of the 
VandaUa trains which pass at Decatur, 
and it became necessary to use the wire 
to communicate with the conductors of 
the two trains. This message was re- 
ceived from Peoria last evening: 


PBORIA, March 21.—G. W. Lehman, 


city marshal: This case did not happen 
on train, and no sick woman left train at 
Decatur. 
JACK KNIGHT, 
Conductor No. 2. 


Later a message came from the con- 


ductor on the South bound train stating 
that there "had beep no sick woman on 
his train. But sometime after the first 
message came this telegram:

Marshal, Decatur: I discovered after I 
wired you that the party you wired me 
about got off at Paris. Our agent there 
will give you information about them. 


HELMEU, Conductor, 76. 


This clue will be used for all it is 


worth. 
By direction of Marshal Leh- 


man the railway officials and officers at 
Paris have been put at work, and it is 
expected that the woman will be loca- 
ted in a short time. She will be brought 
to Decatur, if found, and the whoie 
affair will have to be satisfactorily ex- 
plained. 


Coroner Bendure is now handling the 


case under the direction of State's At- 
torney Mills, who directed that a pest 
mortem examination be held in order 
that the exact cause of the death may 
be determined, so that if the party who 
may be charged with the crime of mur- 
der may be] set forth m the indictment 
returned by the grand jury. , The work 
was done by Dr. Heil and Dr. E. B. 
Walston, who will give their report to the 
jury at the inquest in written form. 


Speculation is rife as to the identity 


of the woman, and it is marveled that 
the woman could have lived to have 
reached Paris, or that she. could have 
got that far and then bo able to get off 
the train without attracting attention to 
her condition which must have been ap- 
parent to the most casual observer. 


Another theory advanced is that the 


child did not drop from the coach, but 
was placed at the side of the railroad 
track by a party at present unknown. 
But this theory is not generally accepted. 


EXPLANATION. 


It was learned to-day from Conductor 


Helmer, who came in from Paris, that 
the mother of the child is a Mrs. Stew- 
art, who was married this week at Po- 
oria. She got on the train at Peoria 
The death of the child is considered to 
have been purely accidental, as the 
mother is a very young woman. She 
and her husband are at Paris. 


Too Much Water.

GOVERNOR M'KINL&T ILL 


Hoiis Confined to His Home, and 


His Trip May be Shortened. 


COLUMBUS, O., March 21.—Private 


Secretary Boyle this afternoon received 
a dispatch from Governor McKinley say. 
ing he was ill with a cold and confined 
to his bed at Thomasville, Ga. This 
will interfere with the governor's plans, 
as it'will likely keep him at Thomasville 
several days longer than was intended. 
It is expected the governor will visit a 
uumberjof points in the south before his 
return to this city. He was to have left 
Thomasville this afternoon for Jack- 
sonville, Florida, where he expected 
to spend several hours, reaching St. 
Augustine Friday night. Saturday it was 
planned to visit Lake Worth, spending 
Sunday there. He expects to go from 
there to Savannah Monday to remain 
till Wednesday. It may be that several 
points in North and South Carolina will 
be visited also before returning to this 
city, if public business will permit the 
Governor to remain out of the state that 
length of time, and his health allows. 


ATLANTA, GA., March .21.—Local poli- 


ticians have a movement on foot in this 
city to induce Gov. McKinley of Ohio, 
who is now at Thomasville, Ga., to come 
to Atlanta for the purpose of being the 
central figure in a rousing protection 
rally.

For 
nearly ten years before his death he re- 
sided in Fair Haven, his bodily infirmity 
not allowing him to undertake regular 
clerical duty. • He was much interesteil 
in the work of the church and labored 
faithfully as he had the strength, and hr 
also found time to make himself profi 
cient as an artist. Mr. Bostwick was n 
brpther-in law of the F. D. Harriman of 
Windsor. The funeral services are to bo 
held is Christ-Church in this city this 
afternoon at 2:30 o'clock.

Ingenious Device for Locking Cars. 


P. E. King, an E. & T. H. freight depot 


clerk, has been granted a patent on a 
seal lock, which is pronounced to bo 
tho best thing out. The lock is a spring 
loop, four or five inches in length, with 
a hooked portion permanently attached 
at one end to one arm of the loop, tho 
other end being free, but 
contain- 


ing the hook into which the other 
arm of the loop securely fits after it has 
been sprung into place. iThe loop is in 
the shape ot a shepherd's crook, or better, 
an oxyoke. The hooked portion, which 
is attached to one prong of the yoke is at 
right angles to the axis of the loop. 
After the free prong of the loop has 
been sprung into the hook, into which 
it is held by a projecting lip, a small 
leaden rivet is inserted through aper- 
tures just outside the lip, and stamped 
with the seal of the company. The lock- 
can be used with any staple 
ordinary padlock can be-upec^.. 


.With the locl^goes a key, preferably
